The writer remembers one boy of the 
group who, if he failed to be the first to 
call the game, thus securing the position 
of “It”, usually refused to play. His 
name was not Wilson, but we imagine 
that the same conditions would apply to 
a person by that name in the youthful 
days of the deposed Massachusetts 
prohibition énforcement officer. The 
condition has applied to him ever since 
he has become known in any public 
way, and it is to be hoped that passing 
him from public view will result in less 
attention being given to him.. because 
he no longer is the ‘It’ which the 
public has been obliged to stand for 
the last few months. 

We have no sympathy for the com- 
ments that are being uttered relative 
to the effect upon the political fortunes 
of a party or individuals in connection 
with all that has been said and done by 
this same Wilson. It is beyond under- 
standing that any considerable group 
of people can look upon his removal 
from office as a political act. Anyone 
who does view the situation in that 
light ought to take time enough to 
know. what the real conditions are. 
Here was a man placed in a responsible 
job at the request of earnest advocates 
of certain ideas relative to prohibition, 
but much more important than that, 
he was given a task to do by men sworn 
to enforce the law and having the initial 
responsibility for such enforcement. As 
a subordinate he had responsibility to 
his. superiors. 

The raid at the Quincy House is but 
a-single incident in his career, magnified 
of course, because of the prominence 
of men indirectly connected with. the 
affair that figured in the raid. He knew 
that his superior officer was in at- 
tendance upon that affair, but he had 
no thought of consulting him any more 


3|than he has had thought of consulting 


any one of his superior officers in con- 
nection with nine-tenths of his acts 
and words and writings, since he first 
had an’ opportunity to spend an im- 
mense amount of money in exploiting 
himself in connection with everything 
he has done, The situation became 
impossible, as it always does in every- 
thing connected with public life when 
anybody fails to loyally serve his boss. 

We hope that every political function 
will continue to be the object of attack 
in every case where law is violated, 
whether it is in connection with political 
booze or political bunk, but we hope 
the time will never come in the canduct 
of public service in this nation, where 
insubordination goes unpunished, and 
we have often wished that the punish- 
ment in civil life for insubordination 
might be as firm and positive as it is 
in military life. The people in Wash- 
ington fussed altogether too long over 
this Wilson man. As a matter of fact, 
it would not have been difficult for those 
responsible for his appointment to find 
out that he was impossible before such 
appointment was made, and it is hard 
to understand why it has taken ‘so long 
a time after the appointment to rid 
the Commonwealth of his services.

It is not pleasant to see a man of | black 


ability, one who has been highly hon- 
ored, one who at present holds one of 
the highest public positions in the land, 
taking quite so melancholy a view of the 
services he has rendered as is indicated 
by the address of Senator Walsh de- 
livered to a university audience in 
Washington last Sunday. 

We wish it were possible in this 
column to reprint the comment of 
“Whiting” in his Boston Herald column 
of Thursday in connection with Senator 
Walsh’s advice to young men to stay 
out of polities because there are no 
compensations that justify the devotion 
of life to political. activities. Of course, 
the Senator was speaking after an 
experience that few men have in public 
service,— a representative in the Legis- 
lature, a of a great State, a 
United States Senator, all represent to 
many people a progressive achievement 
of great importance. If the Senator 
finds himself now with no compensation 
for the years that have been devoted in 
this way, he is poor indeed. Of course 
he finds little compensation represented 
in the dollar mark, because in no activ- 
ity that can be thought of are men so 
poorly paid as in the active labors in 
public service, but what rare com- 
pensations there are, more important 
than those represented by money! 

While it is true that many men are 
able to continue in public life and in 
carrying on public duties only because 
they have other business connections 
from which there is financial return, the 
vast number of public servants complete 
their careers with little of wealth except 
the riches of faithful performance of 
public trust... 

Mr. ‘Whiting might have referred to 
the laying down of active work by that 
rare Boston City official, former City 
Auditor Mitchell, as an example of 
long years of duty well done, with com- 
pensation always inadequate, but leav- 
ing a satisfaction for Mr. Mitchell and 
his friends that no money value could 
measure. What a lot of such cases 
there are. We don’t have to go out of 
our own town in the last fifty years of 
its history to find: men who have done 
the local jobs of one kind or another 
with every year 1 ying them poorer 
because they did thelr uty, but richer 
because they did that duty well. 

Far from agreeing with the position 
of the distinguished “Massachusetts 
Democrat, the writer wants to most 
emphatically urge more and more the 
importance of public service, even with 
sacrifice, upon the men and women who 
have the ability to do, and who will do 
thei full part in the world’s great work

Legion Hears Inside of Personnel Work 


Dr. Claude M. Fuess entertained a large 
thering of the Andover Post 8, American 
Tocin Tfesday night, when he gave a talk 
about his pérsonal experiences as personnel 
officer at Camp Johnston during the war, 
Dr. Fuess gave an exhaustive discussion of 
the changes which took place in the personnel 
department of the Army from the start of 
the War until the Armistice was declared. 
He said that at the opening of the War, 
the Army Quartermaster’s Corps was in an 
extremely poor condition, incompetent men 
holding responsible positions and men of 
real worth placed in positions where they 
were unable to do the duties satisfactorily 
ehough they were adequately trained 
through their civil life for duties along other 
lines requiring extreme expert knowledge. 
The job of the Personnel Department was 
to put these men in their right place and to 
see that the new men, as they enlisted were 
given assignments which were not only not 
in excess of their powers but also made full use 
of their training in civil pursuits. Major 
Fuess cited examples of college professors 
and a noted lecturer who were engaged as 
butchers and on the other side, a man rated 
as a hydraulic engineer who turned out to 
have been a dentist.
